This report indicates that Schweidnits airfield is still only lightly 
occupied and that an enlargement of this installation is not planned.

The heavy occupation 
of the former Grenadier Kaserne by air force soldiers supports the 
previous assumption that a technical air force school for ground per- 
sonnel with repair facilities is located there. | I 25X1 A 

The presence of a previously reported test stand was confirmed by a 
re sot tier. It is believed that primarily aircraft engines are over- 
hauled there. Basic pilot training is given at the airfield, and the 
pilots apparently receive their technical training at the air force 
technical school. The observation of many air fore# officers indicates 
the presence in Schweidnits of a high echelon air force headquarters, 
possibly the Hq Fourth Air Army. The headquarters of air corps are 
generally located closor to the units unsigned to teem.
